The “Sahib,” number one American apologist for pro-

The surprise is that the U. S. Post Office permits the 
Jew-baiting newspaper to be sent through our mails. 

We remember that our Postmaster General once in¬ 
spected a magazine featuring .luscious pin-up girls, did an 
outraged double-take at the ladies’ filmy attire and forbade 
the publication mail passage on ^he grounds of obscenity. 
The Supreme Court had to remind the gentleman that he 
was not America’s official censor. 

Indeed, our postal authorities are (often properly) as¬ 
siduous to the point of blue-nosed frenzy when it comes to 
putting alleged, smut in its rightful place — the wastepaper 
basket. 

Yet “Common Sense”—an infinitely corrupt news¬ 
paper, delighting in a political pornography which turns our 
very democratic convictions into a filthy joke—travels, im¬ 
mune as Aunt Mary’s thank-you note, through our mails! 

The Post Office reportedly explains that it is without 1 "' 
authority to exclude matter from the mails solely because a 
particular race or group is attacked. 

It reputedly states that according to Section 599 (Postal 
Laws and Regulations, 1940) printed material of a scur¬ 
rilous or defamatory character can be stopped only when 
it appears on the outside of mail and an identifiable indivi¬ 
dual—not a group—is smeared. 

All right. 

“Common Sense” is mailed without a wrapper so that 1 * 
its first page could be read by any slightly curious postal 
employe. 

On August 22, 1948, “Common Sense” featured a front¬ 
page attack on Herbert Lehman, falsely accusing him of 
spending UNRRA “billions to set up Communism in Eu¬ 
rope.” 

Lehman is an “identifiable individual,” Mr. Postmaster. 

On November 30, 1947, “Common Sense” ran a page- 
one spread, falsely implying that David Lilienthal was part 
of a plot to reduce America to “Marxist Slavery.” 

Lilienthal is not “a group.” 

Let the postal authorities enforce the law by banning 
“Common Sense.” 

If, because of some legal gimmick, the ban does not 
stand a court test, we will at least know exactly where our 
postal regulations must be amended—to protect oug&elves

Mrs. Ida N Ashby, department 
secretary, said, "After we found 
out about ’Common Sense,' we 
decided that they are not what 
we want to deal with. The min¬ 
ute I heard about it; and at the 
request of Mrs. Matthews, I 
i called the state’s 10 district chair 
men and told them to get word 
immediately to their members 
not to buy the stamps." 

Mrs. Ashby said the stickers 
were first called to Mrs. Mat¬ 
thews' attention a short time be¬ 
fore the Staten Island conference 
by Mrs. Aurora Alexander of 
Tupper Lake, N. Y., t a former de 
partment president.

The letter reflected that BENJAMIN H. FREEDMAN, of 300 Central 
Park W., NYC, transmitted .a telegram to the president request¬ 
ing protection for his wife and child from foreign criminal 
organizations which he identified as the "Zionist Gestapo" 
and the American Jewish Committee. FREEDMAN'S telegram stated 
he wanted to help expose undercover Jewish actives in the US.

In a NY letter to the Bureau dated 11/27/46 FREEDMAN 
was identified as the head of the League For Peace With Justice 
in Palestine and as a result of advertisements inserted by him 
in NY newspapers he aroused a storm because of his alleged 
anti-Zionist activities.

McGinley started publishing "Think Weekly" in July, 1946, 
This newspaper was reported to be dedicated to the fight against 
, the Communist threat to Christianity. Later in 1946, McGinley 
changed the title of his newspaper to "Common Sense." A review of 
the articles appearing In "Common Sense" reflects this newspaper to 
be anti-Semitic and anti-Communist.

'/MC GINLEY was born October 13, 1890 in Norman, 

Texas. He resided there until 1930 when he moved to Dallas, 
Texas. In the late 1920's he moved to the New Jersey Sea¬ 
shore resort town of Belmar, where he assisted his wife in 
the establishment and operation of a small chain of curb 
restaurants known as Celia Browns. The restaurants operated 
successfully during the early 1930's up to 194l« Following 
1941* MC GINLEY and his wife suffered a series of failures. 

During World War II, MC GINLEY was employed as an 
inspector at the Elastic Stop Nut Corporation of America, 

Union, New Jersey, where he was considered to have been a 
hard worker, patriotic, and with a son in the United States 
Marine Corps. 

According to Newark MC GINLEY and his associates

It has also issued a leaflet 
captioned, "These Marxist Systems; Stalin Communism or Trotsky 
Communism?" The leaflet indicates that "Jews set up Communism 
in Russia during 1917, financed mainly from New York,and supported 
it for 35 years. No Jewish leader .dares try to refute this. 

During this period the Zionists were protected in Russia." 

This leaflet indicates "If Washington thinks and acts 
as the Jews want it to then Washington has become a Jewish 
government and Is no longer an American Government. What do 
we mean by 'Washington? We mean our administration and our 
elected senators and congressmen. They can and will stop 
Communism if we elect strong Christian men. It is necessary for 
every good American to take an interest in seeing that the 
pro-American Americans are nominated on both tickets in primary 
elections, for if the organized Marxists sucesd in placing their 
men on both tickets at the election it makes little difference 
who is elected."

The stage has been set for a socialist 
take-over in Western Europe, a take-over 
that could run like clockwork and Within 
a matter of months confront us with the 
nucleus of a one-world, socialist govern¬ 
ment. British Labor’s obstinacy has given 
us a breathing spell. American Labor's 
determination and the American public’s 
apathy may quite likely be the West’s un¬ 
doing in the end. The conditioning has been 
going on for months. We are hearing less 
and less about stopping communism, nothing 
about rolling it back. The new jingo is 
“peaceful social revolution.** Kennedy re¬ 
cently echoed it in Mexico, Harland Cleve¬ 
land in Europe, and Mennen Williams in 
Africa. 

It is that vague term, “peaceful social 
revolution,” that America should bear in 
mind; for Europe’s Common Market, which 
started out as an excellent thing, is grad¬ 


ually, behind our backs and as we are being 
pushed towards it, being given a new com¬ 
plexion. Behind the fine-sounding label of 
“am economic United Nations,” the Common 
Market, with Britain and us in it, is slated 
to become international free enterprise's 
slaughtering pen. Recent developments will 
furnish an idea how far the program has 
gone. 

George Meany corralled European labor' 
leaders in Paris the last week in June to 
put the finishing 'touches to another of those 
innumerable “holding companies” for labor 
operation in the international political 
field that come in for no public scrutiny. 
This time it was the JOINT TRADE UNION 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE (JTUAC), formed 
to “advise"—lay down the law to, in lay¬ 
men’s English—the ORGANIZATION FOR 
ECONOMIC COOPERATION AND DE¬ 
VELOPMENT (OECD). Mr. Meany told the 
boys that 25% of AFL-CIO's income goes 
for “overseas work,” a euphemism for labor- 
socialism’s political fight, in European 
countries. What right Mr. Meany or Ameri-" 
can labor has ter reach out of the domain 
of American labor and meddle in world 
affaire is something a rudely awakened 
public is someday going to have to ask. 

Meany’s immediate objective abroad has 
never been concealed. He and Reuther want 
to establish wage scales identical with 
America's, in all industries, in all countries. 
To do so on United Nations level is out of 


the question for the moment. The field is too 
big, the voracious little nations too poor.' 
A European Common Market, dominated 
by and including Britain and America, oilers 
the better solution. It is quicker, easier, and" 
enough key Western nations would be in 
it to carry the rest by their own weight. 

' There are nuances to the reasons for 
desiring an international labor gang-up that • 
would impose American wage levels all over 
Western Europe. For Meany and Reuther, 
it would force American industries that have 
fled abroad back into their clutches. They 
could never pay American wages in small 
countries with limited markets and exist. 

1 For European labor leaders the game is 
purely political. And the plan is infallible. 
Upping wage scales to American standards 
would set prices soaring and industries 
crumbling. It would ruin their countries 
economically, but the accompanying up¬ 
heaval would carry the labor leaders into 
power. And since they would count on re¬ 
maining in power forever, ahy price it costs 
the nation is 'not too high. 

Britain stalled the plot, by a hair's 
breadth, at the big international labor con¬ 
gress in West Berlin, the first week of 
July. Here is what happened. 

- George Woodcock, of Britain’s TRADE 
UNION CONGRESS (TUC),’ faced a solid 
phalanx of European unions, regimented and 
paid by AFL-CIO, but nominally commanded ; 
by Belgium's Walter Schevenels in the 









field, Schevenels is the Belgian secretary- 
general of the INTERNATIONAL CON¬ 
FEDERATION OF FREE TRADE UNIONS, 
which is manipulated largely' by American 
labor’s Irving Brown. Brown was busy 
lobbying for the Common Market's 5-point 
labor plan, Germany’s Willi Brandt, and 
’AFL-CIO’s proteges in Algeria. (Brown 
took the latter .a $150,000 war-fund check 
as violence against Europeans got under¬ 
way).

Dear Mr; President: 

I am prompted to write this letter by recent events in the State of 
Mississippi. 

The historical facts which 1 propose to relate are so well known that 
their repetition may appear to be redundant. However, the pious self-right¬ 
eousness with whkh you and your brother, the Attorney General. Have ac¬ 
companied the brutal suppression of the people of the State of Mississippi has 
-fed me to (hr conclusion that these facts cannot be top often repeated. 

The excuse for the invasion of the State of Mississippi by federal forces 
is a court order. The excuse for the court order is the Fourteenth Amendment 
of the Constitution of the United Stales or, more piediely, one portion of the 
Amendment which says: 

"No state shall make or enforce any law which shall abridge 

the privileges or immunities of Citizens of (he United States; 

nor shall any state deprive any'person of life, liberty or prop- 
V * erty, without due process of law, nor deny any person within 

its jurisdiction of the equal protection of the law." 

With die exception of the treatment accorded the American Indians, 
f doubt if there it a more shameful chapter in the history of the Republic than 
that which contains the history of the-Fourtcenth Amendment. 

The history of the 14th Amendment began in the United States Con¬ 
gress'on June 9. 1666. The Confederate Stater of the South had surrendered 
and were once mote a part of the Union by having lost the war to secede. The 
legislatures of the several stater, including those of the Southern States of 
Louisiana, Alabama, Virginia, South Carolina. North Carolina. Arkansas and 
Georgia, among others, had ratified the 13th Amendment which abolished 
slavery. 

At tut! point, the Firm and charitable hand of President Lincoln had 
been-stilled by an assassin's bullet.-.^Hkspotic-and.nithless.majority-in.the^ 
Congress took control of the government. By an unconscionable use of provi¬ 
sions in the Constitution which allow each Congress to be the judge of the 
qualifications of its membets, this majority refused to allow the Senators and 
Representatives from the ten Southern States of Virginia. North Carolina. South 
Carolina. Georgia. Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkansas and 
Texas to be seated. This was done in spite of another provision in the Consti¬ 
tution (Article V) which guarantees each state an equal vote in the Senate. 

The purpose of. this device was simple. It was to enable the rabid 
South-haters in Congress to secure, under color of law. the two-thuds vote ne¬ 
cessary to lubmit the 14th Amendment to the legislatures of the stales for 
ratification. . 1 

In this situation, a "rump" Congress, composed of Senators and Rep¬ 
resentatives from twenty-seven States of the Union, instead of from the thirty- 
seven States then in existence, passed resolutions proposing the Fourteenth 
Amendment. .

ret'er la tries had been excluded from voting on the resolutions proposing the 


f4tli Amendment In Congress, promptly rejected it is did the legislatures of 
the border States of Kentucky, Delaware and Maryland.

Amendment was doomed insofar as its passage depended upon the-free mil 
or the South. It had been rejected by the legislatures, sull free, of thirteen 
ato«, leaving only twenty-four states to ratify. Inasmuch « three-fourths 
of thirty-seven states, or twenty-eight, were needed for ratification, a new 
approach wu indicated in order to ’.move forward" with the Fourteenth 
Amendment. %

Congress which had excluded the Senators and Representatives of the ten 
Southern States above mentioned, enacted the Reconstruction Act of March 
2. 1867. Again, no senator or representative from ten of the Southern States 
was allowed to vote. The Reconstruction Act dealt with the ten excluded 
Southern States as rebel states and declared that tio legal governments exist¬ 
ed in them. It placed these states under military rule under domination of army 
officers appointed by the President. By means of the Reconstruction Act. ' 
these ten Southern States were completely deprived of all power of govern 
meat. 

The most amazing or, shall we say, the most ''extreme" feature of 1 
the Reconstruction Act was a provision to the effect that in order for the so 
called rebel states to regain the status of statehood of which the Recon¬ 
struction Act deprived them, each of them had to ratify the Fourteenth Amend 
meat. 

President Johnson vetoed the Reconstruction Act in an able message, 
stressing its harsh unjmtnesis and its many obviously unconstitutional features. 
He denounced it as a "bill of attainder against nine million people at once." 
Nevertheless, the same ruthless and rabid "rump" Congress passed the mea¬ 
sure over his veto. 

Military rule took over in each of the Jen Southern’States which the 
Reconstruction Act had designated as "rebel." Puppet governments, under 
uiililary domination, were, set up in each state and, literally at the point of 
bayonets, these puppet governments were alleged to have ratified the Four 
teenlh Amendment. 

The prostrate and helpless "rebel stales" of the South appealed again 
and again for relief from the Reconstruction Act to the United States Supreme 
Court. Each time, that august body, so quick nowadays to protect the minor¬ 
ity from the ravages of the majority, found excuses to avoid ruling on the con¬ 
stitutionality of the Reconstruction Act and the Fourteenth Amend- 
„ment..It .fus.Bot,don e jodethisdar. _ 

So you see. Mr. President, the Fourteenth Amendment’warconceived 
in hate, boro in infamy and nurtured by vengeance. The tragedy in the State 
of Mississippi, which w*e are now witnessing, is only a part of the bitter fruit 
of the unnatural union which spawned the Fourteenth Amendment. 

Blinded by hate and thirsting for vengeance upon a fallen foe. the 
"rump" Congress of 1866 could not have foreseen that, in less than one hun¬ 
dred years, their places would be taken by ■ deipotic judiciary, abetted by 
a ruthless executive department, unhindered hy a subservient Congress, a 
combination which has made it possible* for powerful forces to subvert the 
powers guaranteed the people by the Tenth Amendment of the Constitution, 
under what it commonly known as Slates Rights, and to use these powers for 
their own selfuh ends, all in the name of the Fourteenth Amendment. 

in the climate where you live. Mr President. ! am confident that these 
sentiments will be regarded as "unsophisticated " I do not expect my words 
(o influence the course which, by your lights, is necessary. I can only hope 
that these words may be seen by some svho still believe, as 1 do. that might 
does not make right.

Your philosophy'and practice of non-violence and passive resistance fly in the face 
of all human experience and history. If you vere presented with the alternatives of non¬ 
-violence together.vith debasement,of the Negro ..people or violence together with freedom for 
the Negro people, which path would you choose? You, no doubt, would answer, "Fortunately, 
there are other alternatives." But, basically, there are not other alternatives.' That is 
why I am writing this letter:- to prove it-.-— ~ 


Negroes were slaves in the English colonies in America and in the United States for 25 0 
years. Force and violence kept them that way. Force and.violence freed them in the Civil 
War (mostly the white man's force and violence and mainly in his own self-interest). Since 
the Civil—War nothing except force and violence has kept the Negro (except a handful) in 
various stages of semi-slavery, peonage, wage-slavery, unemployment, illiteracy, squalor, 
misery and degradation, , , : 


Force and violence freed colonialist America from imperialist Britain. Force and vio¬ 
lence freed Europe from Hitlerite fascism and Asia from Japanese fascism. Force and violence 
accomplished the great French, Russian and Chinese revolutions and countless other revolu¬ 
tions. It.is the force and violence of the United 7 States that is trying to crush the patri¬ 
otic Vietnamese “people (and make colonials of. them--in fact, if not in name). It is force 
and violence that keeps southern labor unorganized and the black and white vorkers there 
exploited (the Negro workers doubly.exploited). ,/ . 

It was the force and violence of a hundred well-armed police and posse-men that prevented 
a thousand Negroes in Selma, Alabama, ‘ from marching to Montgomery, Alabama, on Bloody S unday , 
Thi nk what would have happ ened if these 100 police and posse-men were unarmed and had no 
reinforcements'available! *- - — - 

If it weren't for the force and violence of the "establishment," the "power structure" 
(federal, state and local), whose ;Sole function is to perpetuate the status quo; if it weren't 
for the force and violence of the } exploiters, who wish to continue to hold the Negro masses 
as an immense resevoir of cheap'labor for the benefit of their personal profit; if it weren't 
for the force and violence of the political machines, whose sole function is to guarantee 
the continuance of the existing system of exploitation; (here we have a genuine Trinity, if 
there ever was one—three is one and one-is three: - “establishment," exploiters and political 
machines); if it weren't for these, could a handful of registrars and petty officials pre¬ 
vent the millions of southern Negroes from registering and voting? *' ~ 1 - ‘

If it weren't for the whips, clubs and guns of the ruling class (mostly whites) the 
Negro long ago would have taken what is his due from American society!. Only the force and 
violence of the ruling class has restrained him.', < t-" 1 

It is folly to close-your eyes to the decisive role played by force and violence in this 
world of ours. It Is the indispensible and omnipresent ingredient in the relationship bet¬ 
ween oppressor and oppressed, exploiter and exploited, master and slave, imperialist and ; 
colonial, between the "haves" and the "have-nots." It is the indispensible and omnipresent 


ingredient in the suppression of freedom and the exploitation of people, 




It follows logically, then, that freedom, in general, and freedom from exploitation, in 
particular, cannot be won except by the counter use of force and violence. 

The Negro people will win their freedom primarily through the use of force and violence; 
force and violence applied at the proper times and in the proper places; in the proper quan¬ 
tities and against the proper people; in alliance with the proper people and under a proper . 
leadership.! This leadership must, on the one hand, .believe in hitting the Negroes' enemies' 
with all J;he force and violence it can muster and must, on the other hand, believe in per-| % j 
suading and'-.winning, over the Negroes,' natural friends and allies, namely, the vorkers and 
other oppressed and,exploited groups.. ! '

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THE SECRET .GOVERNMENT OF THE SOVIET UNION 
(Translated from the Russian-.written by a man who lived 25 years under Communism) 


The Communist Party of the Soviet Union consists of 5j million members* The ruling class 
or top level, overseers, consists of approximately 3j million members. The other 2 million 
members of the Party are young Communists, Or Commsomols, who do the most spying, and work 
for the Party among the Gentile population.? The "Chosen People" have fixed the number of 
members in the Secret Government so as to guarantee constant vigilance and militant control 
over the country. To allow the party to grow larger would mean to jeopardize the control 
of bne super-capital!sts and the possibility of a weakness in administratio n,

Jhe two j aijj. ion^young.Communists^who are mjjre or less trainees are under constant super¬ 
vision to. determine whether-they will graduate into a full fledged Communist ruler. Their 
training consists of a thorough education against Jesus Christ and his teachings, hatred for 
all gentiles who believe in one supernatural God, and a course in determining when a person 
is capable of thinking for himself. Under the supervision of their elders, the young 
Communists report to their Jewish masters on all infractions of regular Communist regulations, 
When a young Communist qualifies himself by killing. Gentiles who are enemies of the state, 
etc., he is in line for a higher position. However, if he is one who does too much thinking 
for himself, then he is, in turn, under surveilance by his brother students and Jewish 
masters. 


Of the''32 million top level Communist' rulers in the Soviet Union, 50% are Jewish and 50% 
Gentiles, many of whom had formerly been in the penal institutions under the Czar for murder, 
rape, arson, robbery, etc. The latter spend some of their time in quasi-Official positions 
executing the orders of their Jewish masters and the rest of the time spying on each other. 
,.nereas,_the. former spend all of their time ruling over the entire administration of the

no^spying for they are the "Chosen People" who alone have the right to live free, according 
to their Talmud. In short, the 50% Jewish faction make up the Invisible Government of the 
Soviet Union. The Visible Government is the 50% Gentile faction that the people see as the 
Rus si an Gove rnment. 


Because of the Iron Curtain, the people in America naturally do not know what transpires 
in the Soviet Union. For those who are interested, there is always civil war with liquid- 
ations,arrests, raids, etc. However, about every four or five years there is a mass purge 
of the Gentile faction of the Communist party along with certain sections of the Gentile 
population in general. ( Sometimes the Jewish war lords of the Soviet Union have some grounds 
for their purges because of certain information, although most of the time it is done to 
insure the continual success of the Communist Party^ If certain sections of the Party 
are not killing the required number of Gentiles and making the estimated number of arrests, 
then that section of the Party is liquidated and replaced.

The Soviet Union is broken uj) into districts as another means of keeping the Gentile pop¬ 
ulation under the vigilant eyes of their Jewish masters. Iqfeach and every one of these 
districts there is a headquarters known as the Secret Board. The location is often in the 
local synagogue and the members of the Secret Board all are Jewish. Into the Secret Board 
comes all reports and complaints on the people living within the jurisdiction of this board. 
Everyone from the age of 16 years has a folder in the files of the respective board and 
when the reports come in, their folder is picked out and a notation made accordingly. Notes 
are made here on the thinking ability of the individual, his character, ability to work for 
the state, family relations, statements made to others arid general information* When the 



purges come around ever so often these files supply the Party with the names .of'those to 
be liquidated. If one should do an act which is classified as a crime, then he or she is 
immediately sent to a concentration camp or executed according to the seriousness of the 
so-called crime.

In the Soviet Union what constitutes a crime would be considered in America as an ordinary 
legitimate act. For instance, if one should be working with his "own horse and it should 
break its leg, it is a crime; if a machine should break down while in operation, it is a 
crime; if one should show up late for work or take the day off because of sickness, it is 
a crime; if one should be caught with a bible, it is a crime; if one should know of a person 
who talks against the state and does not report him, even if it is a close relative, it is 
a crime. In other words, many things one done in the Soviet Union constitutes & crime. 
Special courts are set up to take care of the many cases being presented daily. The 
verdicts run from six months in a concentration camp to execution according to the degree 
of the crime. Every year new acts of the people are classified as crimes. 


HOME LIFE IK THE SOVIET UNION 



;ln the’Soviet Union there is very little home life since the Jewish secret government 
manages to keep families broken mainly due to the fact that there are millions of men 
in the concentration camps and Array. In the cities there are many more women than men, 
and the men who are favorites and left at home in many instances cohabit with four or 
five women. It is not necessary for the men to support these women for the women are 
the ones who do the work and support themselves. Very few men are in the cities and 
villages where most of the work is done by women, including heavy industry and ferming. 
Many children do not know their fathers and children often become wards of the state 
shortly after birth. The result of this control over the generations by the Jewish 
World Planners is that Christian home life is obliterated.

(H) "COMMOJL-SENSE.," formerly "think weekly" conde j. mc ginley, 
EDITOR INTERNAL SECURITY - X -- Numerous''inquiri'es’“Kave been'received 
by the Newark Office from other offices advising of complaints 
received regarding the newspaper "Common Sense," which is being 
sent through the mail to the complainants. It was reported in 
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In view of the above, a brief summary of MeGinley*s 
background as well as that of "Common Sense" is being set forth 
below for your information. 


Conde J. McGinley has been described by a reliable informant 
as being sympathetic with Germany during World War II because 
Germany was fighting Communism and because he felt that portion of * 
Nasi philosophy directed against the Jews was a correct one. The 
Informant stated that McGinley and his associates are violently 
anti-Semitic, that they consider themselves "Nationalist," and that 
they are dedicated to the "saving of America from the invisible 
government or world government of Zionism." 

McGinley started publishing "Think Weekly" in July, 1946. 
This newspaper was reported to be dedicated to the fight against 
the Communist threat to Christianity. Later in 1946, McGinley 
changed the title of his newspaper to "Common Sense." A review of 
the articles appearing in "Common Sense" reflects this newspaper to 
be anti-Semitic and anti-Communist. 

In December, 1946, McGinley organized a group in New Jersey 
for the purpose of aiding in the distribution and^sale of his news¬ 
paper. This group, which/’Was then known as the t^oyal American Group, 
became affiliated in September, 1949, with the Nationalist Action 
League headed by Henr^rMcFarland of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. The 
informant reported that this merger was short-lived either because 
of a misunderstanding between McGinley and McFarland or because 
McGinley learned that the twationalist Action League had been cited 
as a Fascist organization by the Attorney General pursuant to 
Executive Order 9835- It is noted that the Nationalist Action League 
was re-cited by the Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 
10450. 






1 In this connection, McGInley uses telephone 
directories and organizational lists in order to make up his 
mailing lists. This would explain why many offices are receiving 
complaints from individuals who have received unsolicited copies 
of "Common Sense" through the mail.

I can safey promise you that before 
ten years have passed, our race will take 
its nghtful place in the world; with every 
Jew a King and every Gentile a slave!

This campaign is forcing all of 
the smaller nations to choose between the 
partnership of Russia or an alliance with 
the United States. 

Our most pressing ‘problem at the mo¬ 
ment is to inflame the lagging militaristic 
spirit of the Americans. (The failure of 
the Universal Military Training Act was a 
great setback to our plans, but we are as¬ 
sured that a suitable measure will be 
rushed through Congress immediately after 
the 1952 elections). The Russian, as well 
as the Asiatic peoples, are well under con¬ 
trol, and offer rio objections to war, but we 
must wait to secure the Americans. This 
we hope to do with the issue of anti-Semi¬ 
tism, which worked so well in uniting the 
Americans against Germany. 

(We are counting heavily on reports of 
anti-Semitic outrages in Russia to whip up 
indignation in the United States and prod¬ 
uce a front of solidarity against the Soviet 


the United States into a devoted anti- Rus¬ 
sian unit) 

Within five years, this program will 
achieve its objective, the Third World War, 
which will surpass in destruction all pre¬ 
vious contests.

I am sura 
you will need little preparation for 
such a duty, for sacrifice has always 
oeen the watchword of our people, 
and the death of a few thousand 
Jews in exchang for world leader¬ 
ship is indeed a small price to pay. 

To convince you of the certainty 
of that leadership, let me point 
OUT TO you how we have turned 
all of the inventions of Ihe white 
man into weapons against him. His 
printing presses and radios are the 
mouthpieces of our desires, and his 
heavy industry manufactures the 
instruments which he sends out to 
ami Asia and Africa against him¬ 
self, Our interests in Washington are 
greatly extending the Point Four 
Program for developing industry in 
backward areas of the world, so 
that after the industrial plants and 
cities of Europe and America are 
destroyed by atomic warfare, the 
whites can offer no resistance agjainst 
the larger masses of the dark races, 
who will maintain an unc hall e n ged 
technological superiority. 

And so, with the vision of world 
victory before you, go back to your 
countries and intensify your good 
work, until that approaching day 
when' Israel will reveal herself in 
all her glorious destiny as the light 
of the World!” 

The above speech was made in 
Budapest on January 12th, 1952. 
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precipitate JVorld War III within 
five years, (Emphasis ours. Ed.) 

The goal for which we have stri¬ 
ven so concertedly for three thous¬ 
and years is at last within our 
reach, and because its fulfillment is 
so apparent, it behooves us to in¬ 
crease our efforts and our caution 
tenfold.

A similar Propaganda cam¬ 
paign is now being waged inten¬ 
sively throughout the world: A war \ 
fever is being worked up in Russia j 
by an incessant anti-American’ bar¬ 
rage, while a nationwide antirCam- 
munist scare -'is sweeping America. 
This campaign is forcing all of tiha 
smaller nations to choose between 
the partnership of Russia or an 
alliance with, the United States. 

Our most pressing problem at the 
moment -is to Infl a m e the lagging 
militaristic spirit of the Americana* 
The failure of the Universal Mili¬ 
tary Training Act was a great set¬ 
back to our plans, hut we are as¬ 
sured that a suitable measure will 
be rushed through Congress Im¬ 
mediately after the 1952 elections, 
i^he Russian. ** well as the Asiatic 


peoples, are well under control, and 
offer no objections to war, but we 
must wait to secure the Ameri¬ 
cans. This we hope to do with the 
issue of anti-Semitism, which 
worked so well in uniting the 
Americans against Germany. We 
are counting heavily on reports of 
anti-Semitic outrages in Russia to 
whip up indignation in the United 
States and produce a front of 
solidarity against the Soviet power. 
Simultaneously, to demonstrate to 
Americans the reality of anti- 
Semitism, we will advance through 
new sources large sums of money 
to .outspokenly .anti-Semitic .ele¬ 
ments in America to increase their 
effectiveness, and we shall stage 
anti-Semitic outbreaks in several of 
their largest cities. This will serve 
the double purpose of exposing 
reactionary sectors in America, 
which then can be silenced, and" of 
i welding the United States into a 
devoted anti-Russian unit.

FORMERLY THE CENTRAL RESEARCH UNIT) -- In the interest of uniform 
handling and for the general information of the Field, a current 
list of publications received at the Bureau upon the request of 
the Central Research Section is attached,. In each instance, the 
office responsible for supplying the publication, the Bureau file 
number, frequency of issue and the publisher are.listed. Each 
Special Agent In J Charge should carefully review the attached list 
of publications and bring it to the attention of appropriate per¬ 
sonnel in his office for their guidance and reference. Inquiries 
submitted to the Bureau regarding these publications, which are 
not of an investigative nature, should be directed to the attention 
of the. Central Research Section. 
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Unless specifically' directed otherwise or unless a peculiar 
circumstance relating.to the forwarding of publications to the 
Bureau so dictates, publications (e.g>, books, booklets, pamphlets) 
relating to security and counterintelligence matters should be trans¬ 
mitted to the Bureau by routing slip, "attention Central Research 
Section," For the convenience of the Field, routing slips may be 
used to notify the Bureau of routine administrative, matters, such 
as temporary delay in obtaining particular issues of a*.publication, 
temporary suspension of a publication (e.g., during summer months) 
or other information which will keep the Bureau informed relative 
to the status of these publications. In no case should routing 
slips be utilized where evidentiary copies of a publication are 
being supplied the Bureau. 
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The Field should continue to utilize memoranda in con¬

( 3 ) Forward publications to the Bureau promptly upon 
receipt in the Field. 

In addition, each Special Agent in Charge must emphasize 
the necessity for keeping the Bureau (attention Central Research 
Section) informed on a current basis regarding publications of 
potential interest that are not included in the attached list. 
These publications would include those published by subjects of 
security and counterintelligence Investigations or publications 
which may otherwise have a security and counterintelligence sig¬ 
nificance .

Mu.dlv complete reversal in the pattern of construction in llie city 
-has taken place in the last lew years as far as residentiaf housing is 
concerned. 

According to figures from the Department ol Licenses and In¬ 
spections. City of Philadelphia, the total valuation of building per¬ 
mit’; in J0-30 was $139,874,020 of which $86 million was residential 
and $53 million was non-residential. 

This compared with ail estimated total valuation lor the first 
Jl-months of 19.54. of $.138,700,000 including $41 million lor resi¬ 
dential and $97 million for non-residential. 

Residential building has dropped about 50 percent in five \ears 
so that the bousing question is well placed on any agenda as the new 
Near opens.

Gentlemen: 

Recently my husband and I were shown copies of a newspaper 
.called ”Common Sense” which Is published In Union, New Jersey. 

It Is reputed to be "Americans only Anti-Coraraunlst Newspaper”. 

However, our suspicions were aroused by several things. 

First, it claimed to know that Fort Knox Is completely void 
of any gold storage; that the government does not control the 
money In the Federal Resei^ve System? and supposedly was 
printing ”little known” Communist facts about persons publicized 
in daily newspapers as known Communists. 

The second thing that made us doubt the "Anti-Communist” 
claim is that, even though this paper was received In a properly 
addressed/ envelope with a return address, and was supposed to b6 
be entered as second class matter at the post office. It bore b7c 
no postage stamp and no post mark, and therefore, could not 
have been sent through the United States mails. Why? 

Even though this paper claims to be against Communism, every¬ 
thing printed in It, if believed by its readers, would undermine 
their confidence in the United States Government, which, as we 
all'* know;/is what-the Communists want to do. -- 

It may be a perfectly legitimate paper, but to our way of 
thinking, it is Communist inspired. There Is Just enough truth 
printed (such as articles about known Communists) to make lots 
of people.Tbelieve the rest of It. (Just as the person who showed 
these papers to us said "It has to be true, because here Is an 
article about so-and-so (a known Communist)". 

As stated before, it may be perfectly legitimate, but as 
citizens Intensely interested in seeing all Communists exposed for 
what they are, my husband and I thought it our duty, to bring 
this to your attention. 

We are vitally Interested in what Is found out, or known 
about, this publication, because someone very close to us^is belng_ 
Influenced by “this paper, and If there Is anything wrong with it, 
we would like to set them straight before It is too late.

acquainted with Mr. Warren. 
He disclosed that the Chief Jus¬ 
tice had expressed a desire to 
learn something of Jewish legal 
tradition with its guiding em¬ 
phasis on moral law. 

“It is unusual in any country 
for a Chief Justice to sit down 
with a group of scholars/* he 
said. * ^ 

“We desire to express our 
respect .and reverence for him 
as a person, and for the legal 
system at the head of which he 
stands, by sharing with him our. 
most treasured possession— the 
^Talmud and its teaching/ * 

The Chief Justice donned a 
black skull cap to attend Sab¬ 
bath Eve services at the semi¬ 
nary in deference to the Ortho¬ 
dox and Conservative Jewish 
tradition of keeping the head 
covered in houses of worship. 

Mr. Warren will participate 
this afternoon and tomorrow in 
discussions of the Talmud, con¬ 
taining the code of Jewish 
ecclesiastical ' law, called the 
Mishnah, and its interpretation. 
The interpreation is analogous 
to a, Supreme Court decision 
expounding the merits of a case, 
rabbinical reasoning and its 
conclusions. 

At last night's session follow¬ 
ing a dinner, Dean Saul Lieber- 
man of-the seminary’s rabbin¬ 
ical school discussed aspects of 
the Mishnah dealing with the 
law and court procedures. It 
included the Jewish legal view 


of self-incrimination, involve 


expreSft an 1 Interest in the 
process by which rabbinical 
scholars made moral standards 
the prime determinant of all 
judgments on human conduct. 

Then he explained that en¬ 
forcement of Jewish law was 
based partly on religious appeal, 
the ideas of reward and punish¬ 
ment in a future world or the 
present one, and partly on re¬ 
ligious love or fear of God. 

The first and underriding con¬ 
sideration in any decision on 
allowable conduct under the 
Jewish process, he said,/was: 
“What Is right? What does God 
want?'* 

At the close of the session Mr. 
Warren observed that the Amer¬ 


ican Constitutiona 


is, perhaps, not as sacred as in 




as posed a vexing question in 
American constitutional iaW; I 
He explained that under Jew¬ 
ish law, where there is no other 
evidence Or witness against a 
defendant, he cannot incrimi¬ 
nate himself because of the rab¬ 
binical concept that if a man 
testifying against himself is a 
repehtant sinner he is beyond 
court jurisdiction. 

In an interview before yes¬ 
terday's meeting, Dr. Finkel- 
stein aaid that Mr. Warren

He expressed his thanks for 
the lesson in. Jewish law and 
said it showed how much of the 
common' law could be traced 
back to Judaic origin. He cited 
the lecturer’s references to pro¬ 
tections against double jeopardy 
and self-incrimination.

Justice sat attentively; some¬ 
times with armg folded across 
his chest. Often, as he studied a 
copy of the law and listened to 
the explanations, he leaned on 
his elbows and cupped his chin 
in his hands. 

Dr. Finkelstein said that the 
subject )of racial segregation 
would not be mentioned at the, 
seminary talks. This would be I 
in deference to judicial tradi¬ 
tion against public discussion 
by a Supreme Court justice of i 
any case in which the court 
was involved.

1956, that CONDE MC GINLEY has had correspondence with 
one PETER ROGOWITSCH, alias ALEXANDER WHITE, of Eulenspiegel- 
strasce 60, Munich, Germany, who receives mail through 
P # 0* Box 17 at Post Office No* 56, Munich, Germany. MC GINLEY 
has been in contact with this individual who is reported to 
be associated with the RONDD (Rossiyskoye Obshcbenatstonalnoy© 
Narodnoye Derzhavncye Dvizheniye - Russian All'-National 
Popular State Movement), which is identified as a Russian 
emigre organization evaluated in part by the fact that its 
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leaders had been convicted for anti-Semitism in a Munich 
Court.

V PETER ROGOWITSCH was born on February 5, 1892 
in Moscow, and in September, 1956, was identified as a 
stateless person, foreign correspondent residing on the 
first floor of 60 Eulenspiegelstr, Munich, Germany. He 
lives with his wife, OLGA, nee ISVOLSKY, born April 27, 

1897, in Kiev. He and his wife have resided at this address 
since July 12, 1943. 

ROGOWITSCH is identified as the son of Senator 
ALEXIS ROGOWITSCH and his wife, MARIA, nee KATKOFF. His 
father died in Brussels in 1935. His mother allegedly 
still lives in that city. 

ROGOWITSCH’s wife is the niece of the former 
Russian] Ambassador in Paris and later Tzarist Foreign 
Minister,- one ISWOLSKXJ. Her parents reportedly died in 
Paris. ., 

PETER ROGOWITSCH attended from,1906 to 1914 the 
Imperial University (Faculty of Law) in Petersburg; from 
1925 until 1941 he was the manager of the shipping depot of 
a chemical concern in Paris; from 1941 until 1944 he worked 
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/ as translator; and from 1945 to 1940 he was employed 

with the American Occupation Force as Chief of Personnel 
on the Neubiberg Air Field, where he was responsible- 
for the hiring and dismissal of civilian personnel, etc* 

He is reported to have perfect command of German, English, 
French and Russian languages* He is not known to have 
a criminal record. /He originates from a Russian millionaire 
family and had risen to the rank of captain in one of the 
noblest Guard Regiments in Tzarist Russia. He reportedly 
fled from Paris during the German occupation in World 
War II and is reportedly now held in vary bad repute by 
most of the Russian emigrants. /His reputation has reportedly 
"worsened” by the fact that he has developed in to an 
alcoholic during the recent past.

Judge Armstrong Foundation of Ft. Worth, Texas 

In Issue No* 245 of "Common Sense", dated 
February 1, 1956, there is a story under the caption 
"Patriots Last Works Available". In this article, 
it was announced that the Judge Armstrong Foundation of 
Ft* Worth, Texas had turned over the entire inventory 
of books of the late Judge GEORGE W. ARMSTRONG to the 
CEA* The article indicated that the books were now 
available to readers of "Common Sense"*

"Ft. Worth Star-Telegram”, a daily newspaper, it* worth, 
Texas, made available for review her file on GEORGE 
W, ARMSTRONG,. SR., from which the following information 
was obtained: 

/JAMES MC LEAN, of AP News Features, interviewed 
GEORGE W, ARMSTRONG, SR., at Natchez, Mississippi, on 
11/12/49 and released the following information for 
publication in morning papers of November 13, 1949: 

/GEORGE W. ARMSTRONG, SR. was born in Jasper 
County, Texas, the son of an itinerant Methodist minister* 
He was 84 years old at time of above interview* He 
graduated from University of Texas School of Law in 
1880, and began the practice of law at Ft* Worth, Texas, 
in 1890* He was elected County -Judge of Tarrant County, 
Ft* Worth, in 1897, and became known as "JUDGE ARMSTRONG"* 
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He resided during his latter years at 
Woodstock Plantation at Natchez, Mississippi, but 
maintained a residence at Pto Worth, Texas, for voting 
purposes* He gained considerable wealth as a result of 
oil ventures, banking, cattle, utilities, steel 
manufacturing in Texas, and land buying in Mississippi. 
He is reported to have owned at least three oil fields 
in three counties consisting of IS oil welle, and 33 
plantations. 

/At the date of the interview on November 12, 
1949, Mr. ARMSTRONG stated that three years previously, 
he had established at Ft. Worth, Texas, the "Judge 
Armstrong Foundation, which 'siphons off' about 15% 
of his income for tax exempt charitable and educational 
purposes" <> Judge ARMSTRONG was an exponent against 
what he termed "racial mongrelization” which 
in his view was the "intermingling of Jews, Gentiles 
and Negroes in the same schools", which he violently 
opposed. 


/Judge ARMSTRONG stated that among others, his 
organization had contributed to GERALD L.K. SMITH, of 
the Christian Nationalist Crusade with headquarters at 
St*. Louis, Missouri, and to EMORY BURKE, leader of an 
Ant 1-N egro and Anti-Jewish group of Atlanta. Georgia.

The "Star-Telegram” file contains a news 
story which appeared in the "Star-Telegram" in evening 
edition of January 21, 1952, concerning a suit which 
ARMSTRONG had filed in Ft. Worth in U*S. District Court 
in which he sought refund from U.S. Treasury of $620.00 
and $6,276.30 for alleged erroneous income tax assess¬ 
ments made in 1948. In this suit. Judge ARMSTRONG 
and his wife alleged that in 1948, they had contributed 
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$l a 000 o 00 and in 1943, had contributed $10 9 000 o G0 to 
the Judge Armstrong Foundation and that they had not 
been allowed deductions on the same* 

A story in the "Star-Telegram", morning 
edition of November 27, 1952, stated that the basis of 
the suit was "whether or not the Judge Armstrong 
Foundation, now inactive, was'entirely for charitable, 
educational and religious purposes". 

VThis article said further that counsel for the 
ARMSTRONGS said the Foundation was created in 1945 9 The 
Government contended and won a decision to the effect 
that the Judge Armstrong Foundation was not entitled to 
the exemption of the Act because it was not devoted 
exclusively to religious, educational or charitable 
purposes. The government contended that the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue had based his decision on the fact 
that the Foundation was distributing pamphlets "constituting 
propaganda designed to influence legislation'* and, therefore, 
was not educational but "political" in nature. 

J According to this article, excerpts from one 
pamphlet read before the Federal Judge at trial of the 
case suggested that President WOODROW WILSON and FRANKLIN 
DELANO ROOSEVELT were Jews, and referred to President 
HARRY S. TRUMAN as a "Communist Traitor". The article 
also said that Judge ARMSTRONGS an advocate of "white 
supremacy", had ashed in a preface to one volume 
of his writings that Congress ^abolish the 14th and 
15th Amendments, which had freed the Negroes and guaranteed 
them their voting rights. At the trial. Judge ARMSTRONG 
testified that one of the main purposes of the Judge 
Armstrong Foundation was to print and disseminate his 
writings. The government, on the other hand, contended 
that the Foundation distributed pamphlets and books wbich 
were anti-Semitic, advocated repeal of the 14th and 15th 
Amendments and alleged a sinister world Communistic 
conspiracy by Jews, and that it was used for propaganda 
and to try to influence legislation. 
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According to a news item in "Star-Telegram" 
on October 13, 1954, Judge ARMSTRONG died at Natchez, 
Mississippi, on October 1, 1954«

In the November 1, 1956 issue of "Common Sense," 
there appears on Page 4 a statement of ownership issued 
September 30, 1956 by "Common Sense." The name and address 
of the publisher are shown as Christian Educational Association, 
530 Chestnut Street, Union, N. J., Editor, CONDE MC GINLEY, 
same address. 

An informant, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised on December 5> 1956 that CONDE MC GINLEY 
used as the mailing address for the Christian Educational 
Association Post Office Box 807, Union, N. J. 

Under date of December 17, 1954, the Committee on 
Un-American Activities of the United States House of Representativ 
published a preliminary report on "Neo-Fascist and Hate groups" 
in which the growth, objectives and the editor of "Common 
Sense" are discussed at length. The report indicates the 
publication has a fluctuating circulation of between 30,000 
and 100,000 copies. . 

In the HCUA report, "Common Sense" is described as 
a "hate group" vehicle publishing "some of the most vitriolic 
hate propaganda ever to come to the attention of the Committee." 
According to the report, "Common Sense" depicts Communism 
as "Judaism" and devotes its pages almost exclusively to 
attacks on the Jewish and to a lesser extent to Negro minorities 
in our nation. Sympathy for the former Nazi regime in Germany 
is also Injected into this propaganda. 

This memorandum is loaned to you by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and neither it nor its contents are to 
be distributed outside'the agency to which loaned.

Spread Trough U. S. Mai Is from Conspiracy Center 
In Union, N ew Jersey 


. The Morning Freiheit just re¬ 
ceived through the mails a poison¬ 
ous anti-Jewish propaganda sheet, 
: that seems to have been copied 
■ frjlm the despicable fabrications 
ojl the Nazis’ prime Jew-baiter, 
Jtgius Streicher. In Hitler style 
tips piece of nazi-like cannibalistic 
anti-Semitic propaganda brazenly 
calls itself, “The Key to Freedom . 

The sheet parrots the Nazi mur¬ 
derous invention of a “Jewish 
World plot". One full page of 
this 4-page sheet—of large news¬ 
paper size is devoted to the infam¬ 
ous fabrication of the so called 
Protocols of the Elders of Zion. 
Originally written by a French 
journalist named Jolly during the 
reign of Napoleon as a satirical 
Dialogue in Hell between Machia- 
velii and Montasquieu, it contained 
no reference to Jews, whatever. *. 
•1 Many years later that satirical 
fiuefy of the mechanics of dictator- 
|ftiip was embellished by the Czar- 
jlt pogromlzlng Okhrana, Special 
'division of the police and published 


in 1903 as a document. It did not 
take long before the plagiarism 
and forgery was fully exposed and 
discredited. But the Nazi con¬ 
spiracy, for the lack of any au¬ 
thentic materials, fell back on the 
Czarist police's forgery, and made 
die djscredited and forgotten Pro¬ 
tocols the basis for the justification 
of its murderous annihilation cam¬ 
paign against the Jews.
